Would it be too far 
wrong if one placed the date at 
19297 All we have been able to 
preserve so far has been the never 
say-die spirit, and that never scored 
any touchdowns. It is touching, too, 
when we think how tijis chronic 
plague of defeat breaks the collec 
five heart ^of every Freshman 
group that enters the University 
with high hopes. It is time that 
the worm turned. McGill students, 
and grads too, have every right to 
demand a better deal.

LUDWIG RENN, the speaker 
at thé'Sbciàr Probléms Club 
meeting on Saturday, is a well- 
known figure in modern life. 
On December 4 in Room 44 of 
the Arts Building Mr. Renn 
will address a meeting on "The 
War in Spain". 

One of the really dramatic figures 
of an age full of contradictions and 
contrasts, Renn has given up- social 
position and all that goes with it, 
and chosen instead to write linder 
a pen name. 

Bom in Dresden in 1889 to the 
title and name Baron Arnold Fried- 
rich Veith von Golssenau, he fol 
lowed the life of an aristocrat in 
Germany. He joined the army, and 
rose from the position of officer of 
the Kaiser's Grenadier Guards to 
that of a captain for his service on 
the Western front in the world war, 
He then served on the police force 
after the German revolution while 
taking up writing of. his reminis- 
cences. 

WRITER ON WAR. 

His writhigs included "War" and 
"After War" both dealing with his 
then recent experiences as a cap 
tain on the front. Being accused of 
treason as one responsible for the 
Reichstag fire lie was thrown into 
a concentration camp for a period 
of two years. There under the 
simple guise of studying geography 
he managed to map out plans for 
military campaigns against the Nazi 
regime for future use. 

When he was released he secretly 
fled from Germany to Switzerland 
where he wrote "Death Without 
Battle" which explains his anti-Nazi 
beliefs' and his confirmed tenets of 
peace and democracy. 

At the outbreak of the civil war 
in Spain, in accordance with his 
anti-Nazi beliefs, he enrolled in the 
International Brigade and became 
chief of staff. Since then he has 
added to his accompllshm'bnts of 
author and strategist that of lec- 
turer in which capacity he is tour- 
ing the United States to explain 
why he, as, a pacifist, fights Fas- 
cism which he believes has become 
the greatest cause of war. Among 
the sponsors of this tour is the well 
known Professor Franz Boaz, who 
was recently heard in this .tmiver- 
sity.

pOFULÂR fallacies concerning 
race were exploded by Dr. 
Franz Boas, Professor Emeritus 
of Anthropology at Columbia 
University, in an address on 
"Racial Problems" before the 
Biological and Sociological So- 
cieties last Friday afternoon. 
Although Prof. Boas claimed 
that he was handicapped in at- 
tempting to discuss as involved a 
topic as "Race" in the short spaci 
of forty minutes, nevertheless, he 
presented an exposition of the topic 
in this time. 

One of the main difficulties of 
the racial problem according to Dr. 
Boas is the definition of the racial 
type. Unlike a biological species a 
race is not a comparatively fixed 
type but varies greatly. Thus, 
population of Swedes, who are 
comparatively inbred compard to 
Continental Europeans, would not 
present the picture of a uniform 
blond,' blue-eyed, tall Nordic, as 
some unscientific protagonists of 
racial theories would have one bC' 
lieve, but on the contrary would 
contain mixed tall and short, fair 
and dark, blue-eyed and brown 
eyed, and' loti'g-head and broad 
head elements. The only fixed racial 
type to set up as a standard of 
measurement is^an ideally conceiv' 
ed one' which has no existence in 
actuality. 

AMERICAN TYPE DEFINED. 

In addition to the difficulty of 
setting up racial, standards there. is 
the addéd one of shifting racial 
types in different environments, 
Thus, it is' found that European 
immigrants in the United States, 
tend to approach the native Amerl 
can more closely in each succeeding 
generation, without any mixing of 
racial lines. 

This tendency of foreign elements 
to approach the native population 
in succeeding generations does not 
only apply to physical measure- 
ments, which could "conceivably be 
influenced directly by varying 
types of food, but extends also to 
the more subtle psychological motor 
habits. Interesting examples of this 
tendency are observed in Ihe chil- 
dren of foreign parents brought up 
in an American city. 

LONG HEAD AND BROAD HEAD. 

An interesting racial problem is 
seen in the comparison of individu- 
als from different family stocks 
who are similar in appearance but 
are different with respect to their 
ancestry. The children, for exam- 
ple, of the cross between a long- 
headed Serb, and a long-headed 
Czech will tend to be intermediate

Professor Tait, Dr. Kellogg, Dr. Morton, Express Views 
— Discuss Pronouncement of American Body —

jiyiEMBERS of the Department of 
Psychology expressed rival sen- 
timents yesterday on the subject of 
war and peace, the issue being 
whether or not war is a necessary 
result of human nature. This con- 
troversy arose from a declaration 
by the Society for the Psychological 
Study of Social Issues that "the 
theory of the inevitability of war is 
unsound pyschology." 
Dr. N. W. Morton endorsed the 



view of the Society. "I certainly do 

not think there is anything in 
human nature to make war inevi- 
table," he said. "The reasons for 
war lie in external circumstances 
which may be removed. You will 
find that Dr. Tait disagrees with 
me, but this is my opinion." Dr 
William Tait was quite decided on 
the subject. When asked whether 
he thought war is inevitable, he an 
swered, "Does not history prove it?"

NEWS FROM A TELEGRAPH KEY 



Shanghai — Japan's army reportée]^ 
yesterday its columns were pursu- 
ing retreating Chinese to fortified 
lines close to Nanking itself after 
capture of four important strong- 
holds. 

Harried by heavy aerial bombard- 
ments, the Chinese were reported 
falling back to the line of Chin- 
kiang-Tanyang-Kintan, 40 to 60 
miles east and southeast of Nanking, 
China's almost deserted capital. 

Far to the south the desperate 
Chinese right wing stalled Japanese 
progess from Hangchow Bay, On 
the north the Kiangyin- forts, over- 
looking the mighty Yangtze River, 
were stubbornly held, although out- 
flanked and threatened with mo- 
mentary capture. 

But elsewhere the story was of 
almost unimpeded Japanese pro- 
gress, Kiangyin City— not the^.forte 
— Changchow and Ihing had fallen 
to Japanese columns which moved 
on westward into the heart of 
China; leaving their rising sun flags 
fluttering from pagodas' and post 
offices in captured towns. 



FRENCH 



Paris.— Colonel Francois de la 
Rocque was linked in court today 
with the conspiracy , of Les Cagou- 
lards— "The Hooded Ones"— whom 
the Government accuses of seeking 
to restore the monarchy in France. 

The charge was made during 
hearing of libel actions which de la 
Rocque, head of the French Social 
Party, took against 15 defendants, 
including a number of journalists, 
who allegedly made statements he 
received secret funds from the gov- 
ernments led by Andre Tardieu and 
Pierre Laval. 

Duke Pozzo di Borgo, a defend- 
ant in the libel suits and now un- 
der formal accusation of "associat- 
ing with malefactors" in connection 
with the secret Royalist plot, charg- 
ed de la Rocque with having de- 
nounced him to police. 
' The proceedings were continu- 
ously interrupted by angry clashes 
among counsel and witnesses. The 
presiding judge finally adjourned 
the hearing until tomorrow' when 
police had to clear the galleries of 
shouting supporters of the various 
principals, 



BRITISH 

London.— From eleven this morn: 
ing whei\ they met in Downing 
Street until late tonight after an 
informal dinner at the house of An- 
thony Eden, Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, the leaders of the French 
and British Governments have been 
in close intimate conversation over 
world problems, brought into the 
foreground by 'Viscount Halifax's 
visit to Chancellor Hitler and Ja- 
pan's aggression in the Far East. It 
is emphasized, in semi-official 
statements regardhig these conver- 
sations, that an exchange of views 
or information formed the subject 
matter, and' that the c.onversations 
so fai: ture only in their initial stage 
and no' decisions have been reached. 

All of which is perhaps super- 
ficially correct. The conversations 
have admittedly covered the entire 
range of current political events. 
•The colonial question has "bSen dis- 
cussed in all its aspects" and it has 
been • agreed that ■ it will require 
"j£ur Uiec ■ e^^apiiû'ation,'' 



CANADIAN 

Winnipeg— A detailed program of 
legislative and financial adjust- 
ments between Dominion and pro- 
vincial Governments was proposed 
today before the Royal Commission 
on . Dominion-Provincial Relations 
by the Manitoba Government as its 
contribution , toward a solution of 
basic government problems brought 
to a head by depression and 
drought. 

Without pomp or ceremony in 
its fhrst public appearance, the 
five-man commission' quickly swung 
into its stride in its historic task 
of re-examining the whole'structure 
of government in the Canadian 
Federation. 

In its lengthy, and forceful pre- 
sentation, the Manitoba Govern- 
ment urged the necessity of a new 
modern division of responsibilities 
if services now accepted as part of 
normal government function were 
to l>e continued; and additional 
Governments were hot to collapse

without doing much to alter their ideas. 
, But the unfortunate part of the 
business is that these students who strain 
and slave to get through college think that 



they are getting something out of it, that 
their sheepskin carries with it some mystic 
spell which will surround them with a 
distinguishmg (and profitable) aura of 
culture in later life. 

We observed thfe essence of this spirit 
in a gentleman at another university some 
time ago.

J-HE PLAY OF THE WETHER by John 
Heywood, a dramatist of the sixteenth 
Century, was presented at Moyse Hall last 
week by the classes of English 2, 13 and 22, 
In view of the fact that thiSirimr^as 
popular so many centuries ago, tB^iS^st 
aroused by the presentation in 1937 is 
rather remarkable. 

On the whole the play moved quite 
rapidly; only once did the action seem 
to lag— during the dialogue between the 
water-myller and the wynde-myller, when 
the argument became a trifle long and 
drawn out. The fault may have been in 
the play rather than the actors. It was a 
moral play whose theme although true 
today as ever, is presented* in a form long 
outgrown. 

The acting was good. Especially ^o 
bo congratulated are the torchbearers who 
demonstrated great fortitude in standing 
absolutely motionless during the entire 
performance of two hours and a half. The 
casting of the play was a happy success. 
John Dando, as Meiy-reporte, handled a 
difficult role very well. He really carried 
the burden of the play. Also deserving in 
praise are the water-myller and the wynde- 
myller, capably portrayed by Moe Malen 
and Quentin Brown. 

The stage was very attractive. Both 
scenery and costumes were well planned 
and showed careful designing and a good 
deal of work.-^ Lovely arrangements of 
colour lent quite a charm to the whole 
picture. 

This week has a variety of interesting 
theatrical presentations. "His Majesty's" 
brings to Montreal Tovarich with the great 
Russian actress, Eugenie Leontovich, com- 
ing from New York for the week beginning 
Monday, December 6.- Tovarich deals 
with the -fortunes of two titled Russians in 
Paris and has a touch of comedy.

at McGill has been registered in full with the 
N.Y.S. Board of Regents. 

The largest class to graduate was that of 
June, 1923. This was due to the compensation 
granted World War Veterans upon their return 
from France that they, might carry on their 
studies. 

At McGill tbe biological sciences are taught 
in the medical buildings by members of the 
Medical Faculty; of these subjects Anatomy, 
Bacteriology, Histology, Physiology and Bio- 
chemistry are given to Medical and Dental 
students in the same classes. 

McGill has one of the few Dental Schools 
in North America that gives all of its Clinical 
instruction at an associated hospital This 
excellent arrangement, despite the distance 
between the Lecture and Technical labora- 
tory of the school and the hospital, is highly 
useful. For it favors correlation between 
clinical dentistry and clinical medicine in 
regard to service to the patient in the hospital. 
It is moreover, important in the instruction of 
the dental students themselves. 

During the year ending December, 1938, a 
total of 22,270 visits have been made to the 
Dental Clinic Of these patients, 5,104 have 
been new ones.

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•pODAY McGill Dental students come from 
all over the world. Indian, Persia, Guate- 
mala, Dutch Guiana, Florida, California, Sas- 
katchewan, the Maritime provinces and' the 
bordering states are all represented here. The 
clinical, enrollment, however, is liihKed to 40 
students in the junior and senior years. 

It is interesting to note that in the Province 
of Quebec there is an average of one dentist 
to 3,500 people, while in Ontario there is one 
to every 1,500 peoplb. 

The faculty of Dentistry* was founded in 
1893 as the Déntal . College of the Provmce of 
Quebec and was affiliated, as late as 1906, with 
Bishops College in Lennoxville. Instruction 
was given in two sections, French and English, 
but this division could not be maintained 
successfully. 

■ It was not until 1908 that the first graduates 
of what is now the Faculty of Dentistry of 
McGill University entered the dental profes- 
sion. The first dean. Dr. Thornton, was-active 
until 1927 when he was replaced by the 'présent 
Dean, Dr. Arthur L. Walsh. 

The clinic at the Montreal General Hospital 
was established in 1908 but the rapid growth 
of the Faculty soon made necessary the en- 
largement of the Clinic; and in 1921 a new 
West wing, of the Hospital, devoted . to Dental 
chairs and equipment, was erectèd. Today, in 
addition to the infirmary and other facilities 
of the Montreal General Hospital, the student 
benefits by instruction in surgery, anestheses, 
and roentgenology, and also performs dèntal 
services to ward patients. 

Three years later the minimum academic 
requirement was raised to two years of pre- 
professlonal training in an approved collège, 
in addition to four more years of dental-school 
work. As this requh-ement is equal to that 
of New York State the Faculty 'of Dentistry 



MAKING UP. . . . 
A VIOLENT attack of insomnia (during

hit us at the finis of the last column (on 
Sneezes and What To Do About Them.) It 
temporarily put us out of circulation but now 
that It is all over we find what we laughingly 
call our mind clearer than over on the subject 
of charm and why co-eds should have It in 
large doses.

PSYCHOLOGY DEPT. TO 
MAKE MENTAL TELE- 
PATHY EXPERIMENTS 

Will Attempt to Follow Exactly the 
Famous Duke University Ex- 
periments in "E.S.F," 

Dr. -Wilson announced at the Hes- 
perian Club Tuesday, November 17, 
that the Psychology Department of 
this University intends to conduct 
tests for .extra-sensory perception 
similar to those held'at Duke Uni- 
versity and outlined by Prof. J. B. 
Rhine in his "New Frontiers of 
the Mind," The success which these 
tests have had at Duke University, 
and those now being given over the 
radio seem to give the necessary 
evidence, on the surfàce at least, 
that such a condition as "E,S,P.," 
which to the layman means clair- 
voyance and telepathy, does exist. 

Dr. Wilson refused to concede 
that the tests and computations 
made .by/fDr. Macdougall and Dr. 



Rhine at Duke University prove 
conclusively that there is any E. S. 
P. But If the tests to be made here 
wm help either prove or disprove 
the theory, they will be a step in 
the right direction. The test is a 
very simple one. A deck of 25 
cards of five suits represented by 
simple pictorial symbols is shuf- 
fled and the person to be tested 
names the card indicated by the 
tester. The first time the tester 
does not look at tho card, thus test- 
ing for clairvoyance. The second 
time he looks at tbe symbol and 
tries to send a mental picture to 



the other, testing for telepathy. Th 
guessing game continues for th 
v/hole pack of cards and a mathe 
matical computation is made to al 
low for |the law of averages. Thia 
is Rhine's vulnerable point and it 
is hero that the criticism has been 
directed. 

Dr. Wilson predicted that Rhine 
is riding for a faU. Probably a 
simple mathematical error will up- 
set the whole thing, he said. How- 
ever, Western, along with many 
other universities. Intends to make 
these tests and compare results 
with thgse of Duke University.

I AST Wednesday, on the urgent 
request of the Sports Depart' 
ment of the Daily, I went to see my 
first hockey game, when Vies play 
ed McGill. I had never seen a game 
before, so you can imagine my 
frame of mind. Herewith are re- 
corded my opinions on Canada's 
national sport. 

The first thing I learned was that 
the game was not a home game, and 
coupons were not accepted. This 
knowledge was further enhanced 
when I found out that there were 
no holes in the wall of the Forum 
through which the game could be 
seen. (But there were holes in my 
pockets.) This fact was as distress' 
ing as forgetting lines 21,783—21,797 
while trying to recite the Canter 
bury Tales. 

Fortunately, I met my Uncle 
Montmorency (he's the Arcbaeolo 
gist, you know, and very interested 
in hockey), and he paid my admis- 
sion. We sat way up in the amphi- 
theatre from where>"'we;i;had 
birds-eye-view of the proceedings, 
except for the occasional post and 
people who insisted on standing in 
front of me. 

From what I could gather, the 
game is played by two main teams 
of six men dressed in coloured uni 
forms (two of the players who loaf- 
ed at either end of .the rink were 
probably recovering from pneu 
monia, since they were well-bun 
bled up with pads to keep the cold 
out). Aside from the main teams, 
there was one small team of two 
men dressed in white sweaters who 
seemed to be afraid to get in on the 
play, for they only skated up and 
down the rink (probably for exer- 
cise) and amused themselves with 
whistles which they blew every 
now and then when the game got 
exciting, much to the annoyance of 
the onlookers. . 

The two main teams were com- 
posed of men who skate forward 
when the little black rubber thing 
is going to\vards the .other people's 
goal-post, and backwards when it's 
going the other way. Sometimes, 
just to waste time, they do the op- 
posite, and call it a defensive play. 

The crowd gets up and yells, and 
then stops yelling quite oftén. They 
do this when they think something 
is going to happen, but when and 
if it docs occur, they stop being ex- 
cited very soon. There are little 
red lights behind each goal, and I 
noticed that every time one was put 
on the crowd just got up and howl- 
ed their heads off, like madmen, or 
else sat there sullenly, and mutter- 
ed somehing like, ''it's robbery," or 
"Where in h— was that defence- 
man!" It was very queer to me, and 
I didn't know which attitude to fol 
low, so I just sat and mused about 
man in general. 

One of the most peculiar pheno- 
mena is the behaviour of the genus 
co-ed. One of them, seated beside 
me, was 'waving two 'pennants, and 
got one in my eye. She graciously 
apologized, and dropped the flags, 
but the next lime she got excited 
she pulled out two of Uncle Mont- 
morency's hairs.

The only thing that can be said 
in favour of having students watch 
fourteen men get all excited about 
a little rubber disc, and chasing it 
all over a big piece of ice, is that it 
affords an opportimity for the study 
of group psychology.

obscurity, the sons of. Nassau Hall 
look forward with justifiable opti- 
mism to a Tiger renaissance in in- 
tercollegiate hockey. 

An all-veteran Bengal sextet 
which will launch its 1937-38 cam- 
paign on the Hobey Baker Rink 
here Thursday night against the 
St. Nicholas Hockey Club of New 
York, is expected to figure promi 
nently this winter in the title bat- 
tles in both the quadrangular and 
international hockey leagues. 

Experienced material is abundant 
Dick Vaughan, young Yale alumnus 
entering his third season at the 
helm of Nassau's ice destinies, is 
now working with a squad that in' 
eludes twelve of last year's fifteen 
letter men as well as some twenty 
members of the 1936-37 yearling 
combination that dropped only one 
of a dozen starts. 

The optimistic outlook dominant 
on the campus was substantiated 
this week by Coach Vaughan, who 
declared at the end of a practice 
scrimmage: "Things to date are 
moving along satisfactorily. The 
boys are showing a great deal of 
determination, particularly the sen- 
iors, who realize that this is their 
last chance to make good." 

The squad roster reveals that six 
of the returning letter-wearers com- 
prise the first two forward lines. 
Two sets of veteran defence men 
are also available, along with' the 
three men who alternated in the 
nets last winter. 

The only cloud on the Nassau ice 
horizon is the ineligibility of Wilkes 
Covey, brilliant senior centre. 

Leading the Orange and Black 
forces this winter will be a 185- 
pound defence man. Bog Burke of 
Ne\Y York City. The hard-checking 
Burke will pair with his 1936-37 
running-mate. Bill Barrett. Able 
support will be lent this pair by 
Brad Craig and Harry Fraker, both 
letter men, and Johnny Lauritzen 
and Al Lane, sophomores. 

Lane, whose brother captained 
Princeton's champion 1933 football 
team, will be playing his first year 
of hockey at Old Nassau, inasmuch 
as he was unable to turn out for the 
freshmen team last winter. De- 
scribed as a bright prospect by 
Vaughan, Lane reported at the end 
of the gridiron season after spend- 
ing five weeks on Fritz Crisler'* 
bench with a fractured wrist: 

In keeping with his policy of 
holding men of one class together 
on a forward line for four years, 
Vaughan has three capable trios of 
forwards, senior, junior and sopho- 
more combinations. Their ranking 
to date has been on the basis of 
seniority.

Budge 
Miller at left wing is the spearhead 
of the second line, which also in- 
cludes Doug Cochrane and Tom 
Barnicle. 

The all-sophomore triQ, consisting 
of Harry Turner, one of the co-cap- 
tains of the freshmen in 1936-37; 
Bob Bordley, and Ralph Wyer, 
stands forth as one of the outstand- 
ing sophomore combinations of re- 
cent years. Other first-year possi- 
bilities are Al Fuller and Dick Pur- 
nell.

ll/IcGILL research workers yester 
*'* day dashed the hopes enter, 
tained by some persons as to the 
efficacy of a new . remedy for 
drunkenness,- which, it was claimed, 
would sober up a bad case of in 
cbriety in a few minutes. 

A news despatch emanating from 
Stockholm over the week-end indi- 
cated that this could be accom 
plished by inhaling an anti-alcohol 
gas containing a large quantity of 
an acid not injurious to health. 

"The only acid gas which we 
know can be taken into the body 
without injury," the local research 
workers pointed out, "is carbon 
dioxide. Carbon dioxide 'has been 
used as an aid to respiration in 
cases of extreme intoxication. It 
never has been advocated or used 
as a specific sobering agent."
